so coses or otherwise. He has not 

said what he thinks at all, but simply 
points lo different statements and 
facts in extracts from different 
papers — such as are either more or 
less uphold by various schools, or 
more or less refuted by those who 
are familiar with the remits The 
writer has been in favor of the oral 
method rather from sentiment than 
from reason. However, the main 
objection he has is against com- 
pulsory education under the oral 
method. He would like to 
many children at school as possible 
succeed in learning how to speak 
and read the lips. He thinks that 
constant practice, regardless of time, 

can help them acqntre a good com 

maud of spoken English provided 
that it is also carried on at home 
during vacations. It would bo a 
beautiful, tOTKSttlng sight for then 
to talk to their folks and immediate 
friends if they can. Me matter how 
(apparently) impossible it is for 
those children to expand fheii minds 
during their schooling, theie seems 
to be plenty of possibilities alter 
school life for thorn to Improve so as 
to doubly expand their minds — that 
is, the more complete the ".rasp of 
the idea the better will be (lit* node 
of expressing it. The write! 
remembers when Dr. Ciouter of the 
Mt. Aiiy Institution emphatically 
declared his opinion in favor of the 
oral method under insti notion, 
fore the X. A. D. Convention at 
Philadelphia, in thesnmmerof i v 
The speaker, while he frankly ad- 
mitted that he acknowledged the 
benefits of tho sign-language, ', 
ticularly outside of schools, insisted 
that il was his duty if possible to 
bring up the deaf in good English 
through speaking and lip 
in order to meet the expo 
of their folks and of the State. Mr. 
d'F.slrella has not changed his opin- 
ion year after year. But he seldom 
dares to go into dispute, two 
against him. As for OsJifoi 
there can hardly be found any one 
In favor of the practical benefits of 
tho oral method as compared with 
those of the other methods. Mr. 
d'Estrella has been in Hie East three 
times. Every now and then he 
makes inquiries among the deaf of 
good education, and even some of 
the graduates from the college 
also among healing frieuds of theirs. 
For the reason that he believes 
that he can find many enough to 
speak Cor the Oral method, sine 
known that there are a sjood many 
expert semi-mutes benetited by the 
oral method, he wishes to see how- 
far their achievements go in accord 
with his theories. He finds himself 
mistaken — to his surprise -nearly 
every time he asks. They say that 



in truth thero are/?™ who can nse 
speech intelligibly or naturally, 
and fewer who can road lips readily. 
The same is re-echoed oven by those 
who have been brought up in the 
pure oral method. Mr. d'Estrella, 
i hough disappointed, has to resort 
to observing, but even observations 
ie affirm what has been said. 
M any say that they hardly ever 

ik outside of tho home-circle. 
Soma say that they are too glad to 
keep up tho praotiee, but somehow 
summers do not understand them. 
Some say that they regret that they 
have not learned at school signs 
through which they argue, in every 
mode of expression there is the 
idea, hence the met hod of oxpressing 
the idea on a broad scale. Some 

that they catch by guesswork 
from certain words what is spoken 
to them, and on this account they 
do not gain any real benefit in good 
English. Some say that roost of 
what is spoken is only ahort and 
colloquial, and nothing more, in 
ordinary conversation. Some say 
that writing has done them more 
good by all odds foi the reason that 
waiting is suggestive of accomplish 
meat and refinement, and oven ot 
brevity in better style. Some say 
that although they are glad they 
can speak only for certain occasions, 
yet they still fei 1 more secure when 
waiting, linger spelling or making 
sijjns. Most of the hearing friends 
of these poisons say they would 
sooner see the deaf talk in auy other 
way than orally, mainly because 
most all the deaf who speak, drawl 
or make unnatural sounds, or eithei 
connect their words too closely or 
disconnect I hem too much. Some 
of them have told Mr. d'Estrella 
these things confidentially, as 



is 



their own frieuds among the 

i several deaf persons who are 
obliged, foi leasons best known to 
themselves, lo sland for the oral 
method, have told similar facts 
eonfideutialh it be under- 

stood that he first asks without of- 
fending, that he does not ask any 
one who so far as he is aware is not 
in favor of the oral method, and 
dial he does not argue hut only 
suggests in order lo draw out in a 
friendly spirit conclusions from 
others who know bet 

He has seen in the East how the 
Very ones who are considered ex- 
perts often get into an awkward fix 
while speaking to strangers. Ho 
has rogretted that he missed t 
invitation of Mr. Davidson to his 
dinner, because he is a semi-mute 
and is regarded as one of the ablest 
advocates of the oral method. Mr. 
Hodgson of the DEAf-MUTES' 
Joi'KNAk appears to be the most 
conservative on this subject. Mr. 
d'Estrella has met some of the 
college-bred deaf who make strong, 
ridiculous hits at the oral method, 
as far as compulsory education is 
concerned. After all, he believes 
that sooner or later, as soon as the 
enthusiasm of extremists on both 
sides abat. oriment after 

riment will result in improving 
the oral method — not within " purs" 
or "artificial" lines — but under the 
Combined system. Method is an 
orderly way of doing anything. In 
speech, method should not bo mis- 
taken for the knowledge that en- 
ables one to speak. This will apply 
also to sign-making or manual 
spelling. It is the road but not the 
destination. Hi 1 rella will
